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(54) WRAPPING COVER FOR RECYCLING 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To make recyclable a material 
reasonably so as to cope with, for example, attachment of a label 
hindering recycle. 

SOLUTION: The whole of the outside surface of the wrapping 
cover substrate 1 1 is laminated with a colorless transparent film 12 
approx. 0.05 mm thick. The peel strength of the wrapping cover 10 
and the transparent film 12 is adjusted in such a way that they are 
peeled off by hand with ease, for example. The transparent film 12 
is compatible with an adhesive to be applied for the lamination with 
the transparent film 12 and with a material for the wrapping cover 
substrate 11. Also, the transparent film 12 is printed with a recycle 
mark 13 to allow a user to know it is recyclable. Even in the event 
of attachment of a label hindering the recycle to the transparent 
film 12, the material for the wrapping cover substrate 1 1 can be 
recycled with high quality by peeling the transparent film 12 
together with the label before being recycled.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] Sheathing covering for recycle characterized by stretching the film of transparence which can 
exfoliate in the appearance surface section of a sheathing covering base in sheathing covering with which 
equipment is equipped. 

[Claim 2] Sheathing covering for recycle characterized by adjusting the peel strength to said sheathing 
covering base of said bright film to the range which can exfoliate by people's hand in sheathing covering for 
recycle according to claim 1. 

[Claim 3] It is sheathing covering for recycle characterized by the ingredient of said bright film and the 
ingredient of said sheathing covering base having compatibility mutually in sheathing covering for recycle 
according to claim 1 or 2. 

[Claim 4] It is sheathing covering for recycle characterized by the ingredient of said bright film, the 
ingredient of said sheathing covering base, and said adhesives having compatibility mutually when adhesives 
are used for the lamination of said bright film and said sheathing covering base in sheathing covering for 
recycle according to claim 1 or 2. 

[Claim 5] It is sheathing covering for recycle characterized by printing the recycle mark in sheathing 
covering for recycle claim 1 thru/or given [ any 1 ] in four, as for said bright film.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the technique corresponding to recycle in sheathing 

covering attached in facsimile apparatus, a copy machine, etc. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In facsimile apparatus, copy equipment, etc. with which sheathing covering 
was attached, an operating limit passes, and sheathing covering is removed from the canceled equipment 
and by the former, after grinding and fusing this sheathing covering, the ingredient recycle (equivalent to 
recycled paper processing in paper) again used as the same ingredient is considered. For example, even if 
the response is achieved in consideration of ingredient recycle of sheathing covering by making it not stick 
pasting objects, such as a label, or sticking a label recyclable with sheathing covering by the manufacturer 
side, a label may be stuck uniquely for the sake of a user's convenience, and, moreover, the actual 
condition of this label is that consideration of recycle is not made in almost all cases. 
[0003] Drawing 3 is the perspective view showing an example of the conventional sheathing covering for 
facsimile, and, as for one, sheathing covering and 2 are labels (pasting object) among drawing. Like a 
graphic display, when a user sticks the original label 2, paste remaining section 2a arises when exfoliating 
this, or label 2 the very thing cannot exfoliate very easily or label 2 the very thing cuts if the cost of 
ingredient recycle rises substantially, nonconformity which is acquired and said will arise. 
[0004] Moreover, since the assignment is disregarded and the pasting object 2 is stuck on other locations 
by the manufacturer side even if it specifies the pasting location 3 as the sheathing covering 1 as shown in 
drawing 4 , it is necessary to enable it to recycle also corresponding to such a case.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] This invention was made in view of the actual condition like 
****, can respond to pasting of the label which checks recycle etc., and aims at offering sheathing 
covering for recycle of the equipment which enables rational ingredient recycle. 
[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] Invention of claim 1 is characterized by stretching the film of 
transparence which can exfoliate in the appearance surface section of a sheathing covering base in 
sheathing covering with which equipment is equipped. It is avoidable that a pasting object which has, for 
example, checks recycle is directly stuck on a sheathing covering base. Moreover, also when such a 
pasting object is stuck on a bright film, it enables it to eliminate a recycle inhibition factor by exfoliating a 
bright film with a pasting object. 

[0007] Peel strength to said sheathing covering base of said bright film is characterized by being adjusted 
to the range which can exfoliate by people's hand, has it, and invention of claim 2 enables it to perform a 
recycle process efficiently in invention of claim 1. 

[0008] It enables it to recycle sheathing covering, while invention of claim 3 had made the bright film rival, 
when the ingredient of said bright film and the ingredient of said sheathing covering base were 
characterized by having compatibility, had it mutually in invention of claims 1 or 2 and recycle inhibition 
factors, such as a pasting object, did not exist on a bright film. 

[0009] When adhesives are used for the lamination of said bright film and said sheathing covering base, in 
invention of claims 1 or 2, invention of claim 4 The ingredient of said bright film, When the ingredient of said 
sheathing covering base and said adhesives are characterized by having compatibility, have it mutually and 
recycle inhibition factors, such as a pasting object, do not exist on a bright film It enables it to recycle 
sheathing covering, while the bright film had been made to rival. 
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[0010] Said bright film is characterized by printing the recycle mark, has it, and invention of claim 5 enables 
it to make it well-known that it is a film recyclable to a user in claim 1 thru/or 4 invention of any one. 
[0011] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] It is the perspective view in which the perspective view and drawing 2 which 
show the facsimile apparatus as an example of equipment with which sheathing covering by this invention 
was attached expanding some sheathing coverings by this invention, and showing drawing 1 , and, for 
sheathing covering according [ ten ] to this invention, and 1 1, as for a bright film and 13, a sheathing 
covering base and 12 are [ a recycle mark and 14 ] pasting objects among drawing. In this invention, the 
whole appearance surface section of the sheathing covering base 1 1 is pasted up on a bonnet and the 
sheathing covering base 1 1 with the colorless bright film 12 of 0.05mm thickness extent from the time of 
manufacturer shipment. At this time, the adhesive strength of the sheathing covering base 11 and a bright 
film 12 is adjusted to the adhesive strength of extent which can exfoliate, for example, extent which can 
exfoliate by the help. Moreover, the edge of the pasted-up bright film 12 is made to reach the rear face of 
the sheathing covering base 1 1. Since the bright film 12 is transparent at colorlessness, it does not spoil 
the appearance property of the sheathing covering base 1 1 . 

[0012] When most general ABS or PS resin is used as an ingredient of the sheathing covering base 1 1, 
"plus covering PS poppy 25fIoor line" can be suitably used as an ingredient of a bright film 12. "Plus 
covering PS poppy 25floor line" has ABS, PS, and compatibility, and if the weight ratio to the sheathing 
covering base 1 1 is less than 1%, even if it exfoliates and does not classify from the sheathing covering 
base 1 1, it will not produce a problem in recycle. Moreover, the adhesives applied to a bright film 12 also 
use what has ABS, PS, and compatibility. Moreover, the recycle mark 13 is printed in the bright film 12, and 
it is made well-known to a user that it is a recyclable film. 

[0013] As shown in drawing 2 , the appearance front face of the sheathing covering base 1 1 can perform 
ingredient recycle of the sheathing covering base 1 1 for high quality by exfoliating a bright film 12 with the 
pasting object 14 on the occasion of recycle, also when the pasting objects 14, such as a label which 
checks recycle, are stuck, since it is covered with the bright film 12. 
[0014] 

[Effect of the Invention] In sheathing covering with which equipment is equipped, since the film of 
transparence which can exfoliate in the appearance surface section of a sheathing covering base is 
stretched, invention of claim 1 For example, also when it can avoid that the pasting object which checks 
recycle is directly stuck on a sheathing covering base and such a pasting object is stuck on a bright film, a 
recycle inhibition factor can be eliminated by exfoliating a bright film with a pasting object. 
[0015] In invention of claim 1, since the peel strength to said sheathing covering base of said bright film is 
adjusted to the range which can exfoliate by people's hand, invention of claim 2 can perform a recycle 
process efficiently. 

[0016] In invention of claims 1 or 2, since invention of claim 3 has compatibility mutually, when recycle 
inhibition factors, such as a pasting object, do not exist on a bright film, while it had made the bright film 
rival, as for the ingredient of said bright film, and the ingredient of said sheathing covering base, it can 
recycle sheathing covering. 

[0017] In invention of claims 1 or 2, since the ingredient of said bright film, the ingredient of said sheathing 
covering base, and said adhesives have compatibility mutually when adhesives are used for the lamination 
of said bright film and said sheathing covering base, invention of claim 4 can recycle sheathing covering, 
while it had made the bright film rival, when recycle inhibition factors, such as a pasting object, do not exist 
on a bright film. 

[0018] In claim 1 thru/or 4 invention of any one, since, as for said bright film, the recycle mark is printed, 
invention of claim 5 can make it well-known that it is a film recyclable to a user.
